heat. The temperature inside 


the cylinders, for instance, 


can reach up to 3500°F. The 
cooling system has to carry 
some of the heat away to 
protect the engine. 

Be sure to maintain the 
correct coolant mixture in 
your car year round. The 
cooling system in your GM 


you get gas. Just open the 
hood and look at the see- 
through recovery tank. If the 
fluid level is low, add enough 
coolant mixture to the tank 
to bring the level up to the 
level indicated on the tank. 
To be sure you're getting an 
accurate reading, occasional- 
ly check the coolant level in 
the radiator, but only when 
the engine is cold. 


You shouldn't need cool- 
ant very often. So if you have 
to add it more than four times 
a year, inspect the system for 
leaks. 

Your car is less likely to 
overheat if you take a few 
simple precautions, At least 
once a year, have the freeze 
protection of the coolant 
and the pressure capacity of 


car works by circulating a 
50/50 mixture of ethylene 
glycol anti-freeze and water 
around the engine and 
through the radiator. Keep- 
ing the proper coolant mix- 
ture in the system is impor- 
tant. The right mixture pro- 
vides protection against 
freezing in the winter and 
overheating in the summer. 
Also, the anti-freeze contains 
additives that help inhibit 
rusting. 

There's another very im- 
portant reason to use the 
night proportions. A mixture 
with too much water could 
boil out of the cooling system 
before the dashboard warn- 
ing light comes on. 

It's a good idea to check 
the coolant level each time 


Any hoses that are swollen, 
cracked, or mushy should be 
replaced. If the fan belt is 
frayed, replace it; if it’s loose, 
adjust the belt tension. And 
make sure that the front of 
the radiator is clear of all dirt 
and debris that could block 
the air flow. Because the addi- 
tives in the anti-freeze break 
down with time and use, every 
two years or 30,000 miles, 
drain and flush the system. 
If the red temperature 
light, indicating overheating, 
comes on, pull over to a safe 
place, shift into neutral and 


the radiator cap checked.

As always, at 
school meetings, a higher 
percentage of mothers 
rather than fathers at- 
tended these meetings, I 
would suggest that more 
fathers show interest in 
school activities and in writ- 
ing letters to our Senators 
and Congressmen for more 
schoolfunding and also Lib- 
rary funding.

The ‘Recall the Board’’ 
movement erupted when 
the Resident Manager’s 
position was eliminated be- 
cause of a new administra- 
tive structure adopted by 
the Board.

Person- 
ally, as one Homeowner, I 
feel the Board was actin 
too compassionately towar 
the Manager for far too 
long. He should have been 
replaced months ago with a 
qualified person. There are 
many here at Gateview, in- 
cluding myself, who think 
that such a person would 
better. answer our needs 
than a management com- 
pany. 

However, the Board felt 
that we should try the man- 
agement company; this was 
only after hundreds and 
hundreds of hours of re- 
search and labor.

Delta boaters 
warned about 
gate closure 


CENTRAL DELTA — The 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
said that a change in opera- 
tions will close the Central 
Valley Project’s Delta 
Cross Channel gates more 
frequently this year, affect- 
ing boating access to the 
channel which connects the 
Central Delta to the Sac- 
ramento River. Boaters ac- 
customed to using the Cross 
Channel are advised to 
check the status of the gates 
ahead of time by calling 
916-484-4585. 

Cross Channel operations 
are being modified to com- 
ply with fishery provisions 
of the State Water Re- 
sources Control Board’s 
Decision 1485, in keeping 
with the recent voluntary 
committment to Delta 
water quality by Secretary 
of the Interior Cecil Andrus. 

In thepast, Cross Channel 
gates near Walnut Grove 
have been kept open nearly 
year round, diverting CVP 
and State water project 
water from the Sacramento 
River into the Delta. Clo-
